Worvb was brought in by hunters some 
weeks ago that the beaver on the Athabas- 
ea river and its tributaries had died during 
the past winter and spring in thousands 
that they were in fact almost exterminated, 
Subsequent reports have partly contirmed 
these statements, and are to the effect that 
the destruction extends from the foot-hills 
of the Rockies to Ft. MeMurrry on the Atha- 
basca. Some say that disease is the cause of 
thejtrouble. Others,that owing to dry seasons 
the streains on which the beavers build their 
dams have got so low that during last win- 
ter the dams in which their food is stored 
under the ice froze to the bottom and pre- 
vented their getting at it, thereby starving 
them to death. And further, that where 
this did not occur or was only partly thecase, 
as the spring was remarkably late it is) pro 
hbable that the supply of food ran out before 
the ice broke, and they were thus starved, 
Whatever may have been the reason the fact 
remains that throughout a great oxtent of 
country that ordinarily turns out thousands 
of skins ina year, tbe output this season will 
be very greatly decreased, and it will be 
sume years before it can beexpected to come 
up te the old tigure. 

WaLLack Moray and William Alexander 
started for Peace river last tall, but got no 
further than the Athabasea river near old 
Fort Assiniboine, where they made up their 
minds to campandtrap all winter, Some 
time in February or March they came in to 
Edmonton for supplies and Alexander con 
cluded to remain here while Moray decided 
to go back tothe Athabasea and finish the 
winter as be had begunit. Shortly after his 
return he was taken with inflammatory 
rheumatism, and after suffering great pain 
for some time his legs became powerless so 
that be could not move about This was in 
the spring about the time the ice went 
out. Unableto help hiinself he lay alone for 
some days expecting death from stervation, 
At last a party of Indians happened to pass 
that way and Moray arranged with them to 
take him down stream to the Landing, but 
as they wished to take him on horse back 
and he was only able to travel by boat, they 
left bia, having first cooked a pot of beaver 
soup for him, upon which he lived for some 
days. By some of the Indians coming in to 
the Indian farm at Riviere Qui Barre, Moray 
sent a letter describing his condition, The 
letter reached Edmonton on June 231d, and 
Alexander started at once to the relief of his 
partner, the distance being about 90 miles 
On reaching him he found bim very low, but 
ina Short time he recovered sufficiently to 
take passage in a canoe, Which he had made 
before be fall sick, for the Landing, where he 
rested for a few daye before coming in to Kd 
monton, Sinee his arrival here on Wednes 
day last bis strength has improved gieatly

THE MINISTRY OF INTERIOR. 

Two weeks ayo the BULLETIN expressed its 
opinion regarding the appointment of ex- 
lieutenant-governor Dewdney as minister of 
the interior, taking the ground that his hay- 
ing held an important position in the North- 
West as a highly-paid official of the tederal 
government for a term of years was not in 
any sense aqualification for representing the 
people ‘of the North-West in that govern- 
ment, but rather the reverse. A pro] er re- 
presentation of the North-West in the feder- 
al cabinet means the governing of the Tcrri- 
tories avcording to North-West ideas as tar 
as they may agree with federal interests, 
while Mr, Dewdney’s training has been in 
the line of governing according to Ottawa 
ideas, with as little regard as possible to the 
wants or wishes of the people of the North- 
West. And further, that if his qualification 
for the position consisted in his having held 
high office in the North-West for a term of 
years, his future course as minister might 
fairly be judged by that which he pursued 
as lieutenant-governor and Indian commis- 
sioner, and that according to his conduct of 
these offices he should be praised or blan.ed, 
and should be held acceptable or otherwise 
to the people of the North-West. ‘The Buu. 
LETIN further said that any of the four men 
who had lately been selected by the people 
of the North-West to represent them in par- 
liament would fill the cabinet position more 
acceptably to them than Mr. Dewdney. 

It is not strange that a man who has for 
years had at conmand an amount of official 
and business patro: age such as Mr. Dewd- 
ney has, and who 18 the prospective ap- 
pointee to a position where that patronage 
will be immeasurably increased, should tind 
many enthusiastic advocates ready to up- 
hold him in es erything or to search out at- 
tacks, more or less imaginary, in order that 
they may pose as Champions in his defence, 
It is a litle Strange, however, to find the 
zeal of such defen leis so little 
with discretion that they rush in to defend

The one point attempted to be made in 


Mr. Dewdney’s favor by his advocates is that 
his appointment is desired by the people of 
the North-West.

Dewdney may have done, does not always 
do, vor suit the public interests. Ll merely 
mention this to suoW that other good men 
than Mr. Dewdney can make errors of judg- 
ment in public life. 

You speak ot Mr. Dewdney’s receiving a 
high salary as putting the sympathies of men 
who form the backbone of the country 
against him. This isabsurd in the extreme, 
Tue backbone of the country know that vei- 
ther Mr. Dewduey, or apy other good man, 
would have lived in the Territories, occupy- 
ing his high otfice forless. His salary is uot 
Out of proportion in any way. 

Then you say: ‘He has represented the 
yovernment interests for so long that the 
training has necessarily disqualitied him from 
representing the people,” which is most ri- 
dicuious, As the more training and cxperi- 
ence any public official bas the better it is 
for him, and any man with Mr. Dewdney’s 
common sense would be beuelittcd by it (ex- 
petlence,) 

Again, you attack his management of the 
Indians and police and also tis heutenant: 
governorship and his administration of the 
permit system, entirely overlooking the fact 
that he is only one man, the representative 
of a government Whose instructions he had 
to tollow when told todo so, whether those 
instructions may have coincided with his 
idvas or not. ‘This is something every gov- 
erninent official has to done matter whether 
he may represent the liberal or conservative 
party ;itall depends which is in power. 

You talk of the late rebellion as if it was 
his tault individually, which is worse non- 
Beuse than the whole nonseusical attack ; as 
every sensible man in the Territories knows 
that had Mr. Dewdney’s ideas been carried 
out by the government there would have 
been po rebellion. 

You close with: ‘*The resident of the 
North-West must be insane who would ask 
for the administration of our lands, timber 
and minerals, local government police and 
Indian affairs by such a man.” It is most 
gratifying to the majority of your readers 
(as I have previously stated 50 to 1) to be 
considered iusane because we do want Mr. 
Dewdiey to be appointed minister of interi 
or. He is the man who knows the country 
and its tahabitants, has the ability and 
business like capacity to do honor to the po- 
sition, aud the people of the Territories gene- 
rally will find that, as hitherto, he always 
has the interests of the settlers ab heart, 

In conclusion, | would sincerely hope and 
trust to see shortly officially announced that 
the yventleman who has until lately so satis 
factorily tilled the joint offices of lieutenant- 
governor and Indiav coudnissioner of the 
North-West Territories has been appointed 
minister of the interior, which will give every 
Satisfaction (with nominal exceptions) to the 
men ** who are the back bone of the country,” 
as expressed through the leading papers of 
these Territories.
